Councillor Parkes Attends Banff Workshop 

Councillor Parkes presented to Council a report regarding the Banff Workshop 

on October 29, 30, ani 31 which he attended as an official delegate of our 
Council. The report reads as follows 

"In the past, education has been toward fitting citizens for the business of 
gaking « living through work. It was considered good to work and that play 

was sinful. Efforts to provide everyone with jobs led to fewer working hours, 
more idle time, longer vacations etc., which the average ¢: tizen could normal~ 
ly fill with available sporting, recreational and general leisure pursuits. In 
the very foreseeable future, due to Automation, Cybernation and increasing popu~ 
lation, there will not be enough jobs for everyone, with the result that leisure 
time will become a real problem. It may become necessary to pay people not to 


york. 

Waatever the outcome, long leisure hours are assured, and in order to offset the 
physchological effects of idleness, a program to educate people to accept and 
use this time is an absolute must. 

‘The Banff workshop dealt with the probless of introducing Education for Leisure 
to various levels of government and the attached resolutions resulted. 

In summary, it was most emphatically agreed by all delegates that « good recre- 
ation director is the answer to a continuing citizen's recreational program, and 
essential to the future development of the Education for leisure. From discus 


able the services of our present Recreation Director.

1, Resolved that the Governsent develop a ministry of Human Resources rather 
than one of youth in order to provide an extended service in Recreation and 
Cultural Development for all citizens of Alberta.

4. Resolved that an active program of recruitment be established by the Recre- 
‘ation and Cultural Development Branch and local boards to attract the most 
suitable candidates for training in recreation leadership. 

5. Resolved that the Recreation and Cultural Development Branch in conjunction 
with the Department of Municipal Affairs investigate the feasibility of re- 
creation boards becoming a tax requisition authority similar to that granted 
school boards, hospital boards, etc 

6. Resolved that increased financial aid for training be provided by the Govern: 
ment ani by local authorities to aseist in the provision of qualified airec- 
tors of recreation. 

7. Resolved that the Cultural Development Act be amended to provide for the e- 
lection of recreation board members. 

&. Resolved that a study be made over the next year regarding the feasibility 
of provincially appointed supervisors of recreation operating similar to a 
superintendent of schools.
